(An Interview with Mr. Blanchon) 


How long have you been at Sharon High? 
Since 1959; 22 years! 


What have been the major changes over the 
past two decades? 
1961-"There was more scholastic involvement 
then. Kids were proud of their class - 
participating in and starting elubs. We 
had an assembly at least twice or three 
times every month. School dances were 
wonderful things - only $10 then, and 
the students really dressed up the gym. 
"In the mid-to-late 60's, the stu- 
dents became interested in political and 
social issues. Vietnam, the Kent State 
conflict, and the Equal Rights movement. 
There was a dress code up until 1968 - 
ties, sweaters, no jeans, you had to wear 
a jacket from November to May! The girls 
wore skirts or dresses. No sneakers." 
1971-"The schoolteachers began looking out 
for themselves; they paid more attention 
to the advancement of their careers. 
Until then, they had been treated as 2nd 
class. 

"Sharon followed the trend with the 
other school systems. Since students 
weren't paying much attention to their 
activities, and they weren't being re- 
sponsible, things like open campus and 
the smoking area were taken from them. 
The auditorium was open once; we had 
record players in there, too. You know 
what we got? Fistfights! There's just 
not that ‘team effort' that students 
used to have. We didn't really have much 
in sports up until a few years ago. 

‘Sure, there are still those who enjoy 
extracurriculars and such, but there are 
just not enough."

going to try to loosen up on issues like 
the smoking area. The kids, asain, are 
looking foreward to their futures, and 
planing accordingly.

We, the class of 1926, 
are publishing this Year Book, 
for the first time in the 
history of the Sharon High 
School, as a memorial of our 
few years of school life 
together. 


So was taken a bold new step. In the euphoria 
of post-War enthusiasm and of gilded prosperity, 
the 15 members of the class of 1926 created a 
yearbook celebrating themselves, their school, 
and their times. The book--The Caerulean--is 
dedicated to the principal, “a Christian 
gentleman....and devoted master.” Its pages are 
filled with descriptions of the senior play 
(about prohibition), clubs, and sports; in 
addition, poems, jokes, a class will, a class 
history, and a prophecy are included. The 

blue and gold (the school colors) book is most 
fascinating, though, in the series of senior 
pictures and accompanying descriptions. When 
else but in the Roaring Twenties would one be 
called “the vamp, flapper, and jazz baby"? 

Twenty-five years later, in 1941, the name 
of the yearbook was changed. Being “the earnest 
desire of the present staff to present not only 
a new and original book, but a new name as well,” 
the name “"Marsengold’--derived from the words 
maroon and gold, our school colors and senior, 
our class year"--was offered. Published in the 
darkening days before our country was plunged 
into war, the yearbook is the history of a school 
employing a faculty of 18 and catering to but 
50 seniors. It includes--besides the predictable 
material--cartoons, class favorites (best movie 
was the just-released Gone With the Wind), and 
32 categories of senior superlatives! 

These two yearbooks--the 1926 Caerulean and 
the 1941 Marsengold--are only two shining jewels 
in a crown of yearbooks spanning three generations. 
Almost all of the yearbooks spanning these fifty 
years are veritable time capsules. Each captures 
the imagination and ingenuity, attitudes and 
feelings of that year's senior class. 

For--almost by definition--a yearbook 
cannot be an institution like a debating team 
or a drama club. Rather, a yearbook should be 
like the phoenix of yore, arising from its ashes 
to be reborn every year. A yearbook should not 
be restricted by policies of previous years or 
by tradition. Precisely because a yearbook 
is the history of one group of seniors (and--to 
a lesser extent--underclassmen), it should be 
governed by innovation instead of by imitation. 

The past few years have seen a stagnation 
and lack of free expression in the Marsenqold; 
the yearbook no longer has reflected the character 
of the class. It is time for the albatross of 
imitation and tradition to be shed, f 
stranglehold has killed the creativit 
yearbook. 

Certainly if any class could, the Class 
1982 can shed the cocoon of the past few years 
and produce a yearbook, which, like a butter 
will soar in creativity, innovation, and beauty 
and be an inspiration to future classes.

Many students expect the new principal 
to radically change the school which they view 
as "just a series of classes and rules." They 
may be disappointed. Some movement toward 
expanded student freedom should occur, but it 
is folly to advocate elimination of necessary 
rules and regulations. Learning requires an 
orderly climate and a simple code of rules 
protects it. 

The problem that many schools face is the 
maintenance of a proper perspective on such 
matters. When an organization is over concerned 
about rules, it probably is not paying enough 
attention to thinking creatively about how 
students learn. It views its students as objects 
to be shaped rather than as human beings to be 
approached with trust and understanding. 

I do not believe that Sharon is guilty of 
this narrow perspective. However, it is apparent 
that past events are a legitimate basis for the 
cautious approach to the amount of freedom 
provided for Sharon's students. The community 
is entitled to hold the schools accountable 
for proper student behavior. At the class meetings, 
I challenged all of you to continue to demonstrate 
the responsibility and maturity that has impressed 
me since my arrival in Sharon. As poor behavior 
created today's conservative attitudes good behavior 
will be the basis for future modifications in the 
rules. 

What we can do to change the school right 
now is the legitimate concern many of you have 
expressed. My response is to start by cooperating 
with class officers and advisors to create 
new activities. Alternative school days with 
outside speakers, exchange programs, service 
programs, field days, etc. are important events 
in broadening the student's perspective and are 
appropriate learning activities. The junior class 
breakfast program is a practical example of 
improving the life of the students. 

I'm sure that the faculty and community will 
applaud and support your efforts. Now is the time 


for creative and well planned student proposals. 
I'm waiting to hear from you.
